Library Service Bill 
Introduced by 
Sen. Hill 


Even though the Extension 
Division of the State Library is 
going to have more funds with 
which to work during the coming 
year, more assistance will be avail- 
able if the Library Service Bill 
introduced on May 9, 1951 should 
pass both House and Senate. House 
introduction is expected to follow. 
Senator Lister Hill (D) of Ala- 
bama introduced the Library Ser- 
vice Bill (S. 1452) for himself, 
Senator Aiken (R) of Vermont 
and Senator Douglas (D) of IIli- 
nois. The bill was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare. 

The Library Service Bill differs 
from the earlier Library Demon- 
stration Bill in that the states will 
have guarantees of freedom of ac- 
tion in the use of funds. There 
would be a five year time limit on 
the expenditure of the $7,500,00 
which is a definite cost statement. 
In addition the new bill contains 
a variable matching formula which 
is acceptable to Congress. 

The matching formula involves 
an initial allotment of $40,000 and 
the remainder of the allotment on 
the basis of rural population must 
be watched on the basis of the 
state’s per capita income. 

State library agencies may sub- 
mit plans for use of federal funds 
for the extension of library service 
to, rural areas. Each state’s plans 
will be designed as it sees fit for 
maximum use of funds. A study 
by the U.S. Commissioner of Edu- 
cation of the various plans devel- 
oped, would be authorized for pub- 
lication.

More librarians but fewer trus- 
tees attended this year’s district 
meetings than in 1950, according 
to attendance records kept in the 
Extension Division. The total at- 
tendance was 673. Of our 241 li- 
braries, 97 did not send any repre- 
sentative, whether of trustees or 
librarians; 23 entire counties were 
on the absent list. Programs and 
other materials distributed at the 
meetings were sent to all absentees. 

Many speakers, moderators and 
chairmen participated in the pro- 
erams and at Frankfort a panel 
of teen-agers enlivened the meet- 
ing considerably. At Jeffersonville 
a transcript of a radio quiz pro- 


gram showed how New Albany 


promotes service to high school 
people.

Children’s Librarians 
Begin Summer Reading 

A sampling of plans for sum- 
mer reading clubs from here 
and there over the state reveals 
programs centered around book 
characters, patriotic themes, an 
anniversary celebration and In- 
dians. A variety of recording 
methods and incentives is be- 
ing used. 

Observing its thirtieth annual 
reading club, the Logansport 
Public Library is aiming at 
reaching children through par- 
ents and teachers. A handsome 
printed folder was sent home 
with every child, grades one 
through eight. This is a family 
program, directing attention to 
maintaining reading skills for 
new readers and adding to 
general information for older 
boys and girls. Diplomas will 
go to each child reading ten 
books from his grade. Twenty 
books will be awarded a gold 
star diploma. Parents and 
teachers are being brought into 
the plan’ by similar awards for 
having read three non-fiction 
or six non-fiction books. The 
school having the most diploma 
winners is awarded a reading 
pennant. 

Five days after the Logan- 
sport program got under way, 
1160 boys and girls were wear- 
ing 4” by 4” red tags, saying, 
T read library books.” 

Down at Richmond a Tom 
Sawyer Reading Club started 
following the close of school. 
This is the idea developed by 
the Sturgis Printers from the one 
Cleveland, Ohio, had last sum- 
mer. An ice cream party for all 





participants in early August 
will bring the contest to a close. 

The magic of the Pied Piper 
will attract children to the Peter 
Pan Room of the Goshen Public 
Library this summer. Two large 
Pied Pipers on the wall of the 
room will lead two teams of 
readers. As each child reads 
five books, his or her name will 
be written on a silhouette and 
placed behind one of the pipers. 
Ten books will mean another 
silhouette for a child. The very 
ambitious who read twenty ‘or 
more books will reach the Land 
of Fun and Frolic, a bulletin 
board on which a third figure 
will be placed. All members 
of the club are given a badge. 
|At the library party diplomas 
will go to all who read ten or 
more books.
